Today it includes a membership of 
over 42,000. There are chapters in ev- 
ery state and' territory in the Union, 
except Idaho and Nevada. The Presi- 
dent General 
is a Mrs. Charles "W. 


Fairbanks. 


The present writer Is an enthusias- 


tic daughter, and as such, wonders 
why it has not heretofore appealed to 
the ladles of these states, particularly 
as there are energetic chapters in the 
neighboring states and territories of 
California, Arizona, New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, "Wyoming,, Montana, Utah, Ore- 
gon.Washington, Alaska and Hawaii. 


The objects of the national society 


of the Daughters of the American Re- 
volution are best elucidated in' the 
•words of said society's costitution: •' 


"1. To perpetuate the memory and 


spirit of the men and woomen who 
achieved American independence, by. 
the acquisition and protection of histo- 
rical spots and the erection of monu- 
ments, by. the encouragement of his- 
torical research in relation to the Rev- 
olution, and the publication of its re-' 
suits; by the preservation of docu- 
ments and relics, and of the records of 
the individual services of the Revo- 
lutionary -soldiers and patriots, and by 
the promotion of celebrations of-.-all: 
patriotic anniversaries.

To carry out the injunction of 


Washington in ;hls farewell address 
o the;American'people: '.To promote as 
an object of primary importance?,' ^insti- 
tutions for the general • "diffusion ; of 
knowledge.' Thus developing an en-

'shall develop in. them, the largest; ca- 
pacity for ' performing Itlie duties of

'tion have' rescued''perishing records,'

restored ;-:• forgotten landmarks; 


they have re'ared memorials; "they have', 
founded libraries; they have' awarded 
'prizes 'in schools and colleges;•-they 
have celebrated patriotic., annlversa- 
.ries; they have aided in .works of 
benevolence.

Spanish- 


American war, they constituted them- 
selves one great hospital corps, and 
.sent nurses and supplies to the help of 
sick 
and 
wounded 
soldiers. 
The 


Pennsylvania chapters have founded 
a soldiers' club house at Manila. The 
society as-a whole is building a' con- 
tinental hall in Washington, D. C., as 
a memorial to our patriotic forefathers 
and foremothfers. 


Any. woman may be 
eligible 
for 


membership whq is of the age of eigh- 
teen years, and.who is descended from' 
a man or wonm'art who, ..with unfailing 
loyalty, rendered'.material aid to the 
cause of independence;, from a recog- 
nized patriot, a, soldier, a sailor, or a 
civil officer in one of the several colon- 
ies or states, or of the United. Colo- 
nies or States;. provided that the ap- 
plicant'be .acceptable to "the society. 
. (See National, Society's. Constitution.) 


, The National Society of the;Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution had 
'a colonial and revolutionary exhibit 
at the world's fair in Chicago, and 
made an .equally fine showing in San 
.Francisco, • Nashville, Atlanta, Omaha, 
Paris, Buffalo and Charlestown. Now, 
the society expects to surpass itself at 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition '..in 
St. Louis.

Fire Departmeet

Any organ that throws, cold water- 


on the proposition to bond the city for 
additional and adequate, fire protec- 
tion is an impediment to progress, 
a stumbling block in the way of ad- 
vancement and an enemy tp all who 
own property in the city that is in- 
flammable, which means every resi- 
dence, stable and business block. Op- 
position to the Issuing of bonds for the 
purpose of equipping the fire depart- 
men Is a bid for higher Insurance ratea 
and a warning-against the erection of' 
any more buildings within the corpo- 
rate limits. 


The Journal insists that property- 


owners be protected against flre -and 
they certainly cannot be when the de- 
partment consists of only one steam- 
er, one hose wagon and five paid men. 
There is not an extra horse in the-.de- 
partment to take the place of aiiy one- 
that might become ill or be injured. 
The city is woefully scant

plugs. It is short on hose. 
The'only, 


thing it is long on is the distance from 
the engine house to the outlying dis- 
tricts.

Believes Electricity Should Be 
Used by Fire Department in 
New Equipment 


Editor Journal 
In reference to the 


fire department trouble now staring 
the people of Reno very squarely in 
the face, I would offer a suggestion es- 
sentially fiom a layman. 


The city of Boston, Mass., has a 


number of motors mounted on a spec- 
ially constructed vehicle connected by 
gearing to a Knowler pump. This rig 
la run by men, the same as a steam 
engine, but when at a plug Is connect- 
ed to the trolley street car wires and 
Incidentally It skins a steam engine to 
death In Its work. 


For Instance a 50 h. p. motor weigh- 


ing 3400 pounds, worth $1300, P. O. 
B., San Francisco, geared up to a 
Knowles triplex pump capable of fur- 
nishing 300 feet pressure if neces- 
sary. 


This outfit can do lots of business at 


a fire as it will life 500 gallons a min- 
ute 300 feet high. 
The ordinary fire 


engine Is rated considerably lower. For 
Instance our new engine Is said to 
be able to discharge 700 gallons per 
mlnutef, how and when apd under 
what conditions. 
At Hymers' fire at 


130 pounds pressure at engine and ap- 
proximately 400 feet of hose out, two 
streams, 1 1-8 inch nozzle 
It possib- 


ly could not discharge over 460 gal- 
lons per minute and when I say 400 
feet of hose out it probably tvas 500 
feet per stream. 
This motor outfit at 


same pressure would 
dlschaige at 


least 500 gallons under the same con- 
ditions. 
This case I have taken as 


about under equal 
conditions with 


steam engine 
"Wheio the comes Jn is 


as follows: Cost of motor, $1300; cost 
o£ pump, $1000, cost of wagon, $300; 
total cost, $2000, or, including fittings 
$3000, as against $5000 for steam en- 
gine .

Maintenance including repairs and 


"keeping It hot" at engine house not 
over $250 per year. 
Driver can op- 


erate same, so no engineer is required, 
Let the eloctirc company put In con- 
nections at each fire plug whereby the 
driver can Insert a plug and as soon 
as it ailives at fire you have steam tip 
and full pressure at that. 
Natura 


operating expenses should not exc^eed- 
Ing $2 per hour of actual use 
In- 


crease this size up to a 75 h. p mo- 
tor, and it will discharge over 800 
gallops per minute under a 300 fee 
lift or say under 130 ,pounds, almOs 
twice as much water through 1 1-8 
Inch nozzles as the big steam engine 
will do and operating expense are re- 
stricted to $3 per hour actual use. 


The power of the electric company 


Is practically constant and if pains 
are taken to bring the supply of elec- 
tricity underground for, say 
three 


blocks, to each fire plug, permanency 
during a hot fire can be established. 
This outfit, recollect, does not 
re- 


quire the use of $50 per month of coal 
or coke to keep hot, has nothing like 
the maintenance account of a ,steam 
engine, but simply uses power during 
the time it Is in use. As to weight it 
skins a steam engine all right.

not have one at least as an auxiliary 
If not equip a station north of 
the 


track and one south of the river with 
them . Expense is saved—first cost is 
less—rapid action Is increased. -.

same pressure must exist all the time 
and that It is impossible to lower pres- 
sure) in one stream and full pressure 
in the other, or that one cannot be 
shut off without all being off 
If 
so 


claimed, it is nonsense, as the Know- 
les Pump Company have a patent by- 
pass valve which permits of all kinds 
of regulation, anything the chief could 
possibly -want. 


If you can show me any possible 


reason .why some should not be util- 
ized.

nla, "Arizona^ New Mexica and Utah? 


Reno, the largest city in Nevada, 


should have a chapter of Daughters 
of the American Devolution. And, if 
possible, there should be other chap- 
tei-s In the smaller towns. 


One difficulty always meet the west- 


ern woman who desires to form 
a 


chapter. That Is, the remoteness from 
large libraries, with the consequent 
Inaccessibility 
of Revolutionary rec- 


ords. But this Is a difficulty that can 
be overcome, inasmuch as many east- 
ern chapters make it a part of their 
patriotic work to aid daughters at a 
distance. 


The west was largely populated by 


the direct descendants of Revolution- 
ary heroes. 
But the migratory pio- 


neers left their family bibles eft home. 
Now their grandchildren .only know 
that their record are in some remote 
eastern -homestead—just where, they 
cannot tell. 
Still, the case is not al- 


together hopeless, as 
many western 


women have already found. 


I would say this to any nativeborn 


American woman: 
You 
had 
four 


greatgrandfathers, and 'eight .great- 
greatgrandfathers. 
The chances are 


that at least one of theni gave mater- 
ial aid to the cause o£ American in- 
dependence. 
And, in all probability, 


some of your fofemothers helped, too. 
Any patriotic service, however small, 
will be accepted, if it can be proved. 


Nevada ofL'ers a promising field for 


a chapter, which may take for its 
special work the expiotlatlon of early 
Spanish-American 'history. 
This is 


not as well known to the general pub- 
lic as it should be. During the Revo- 
lutionary period, Carlos III., King of 
Spain, was an ally of 
the 
United 


•States, and aided 
us with soldiers, 


ships and money. Don Jose de Gal- 
vez, 
Visitor-General and Viceroy of 


Mexico, and 
founder 
of California 


(which then included Nevada) sympa- 
thized with the Americans, as did his 
nephew, Don Bernardo de Galvez, then 
Governor of Ivou'si3-11^' 


"Galvez Chapter" would be a good 


name for a chapter in Nevada. 
It 


takes twelve members to form an or- 
ganized chapter; but a chapter may 
have a name and a location ,as soon 
as one member has been admitted by 
the national society. It is not neces- 
sary for all the members of a chapter 
to live in the same locality. 


The expenses, are not great. 
The 


initiation fee is one dollar. 
Annual 


dues, two dollars. 
After the 
.first 


year of a chapter's existence, one.dol- 
lar of the annual clues Is sent to the 
national society at Washington, and 
the other dollar retained in the chap- 
ter's own treasury.

chapter may raise money, in its own 
way, for ita own expenses.

are no salaried .officials'in either the 
national society or the chapters. The
